Massachusetts with a query as to 
the meaning of the words “Come 
over and help us” proceeding from 
the mouth of the Indian. 


A letter is at hand from Mr. 
Frederic W. Cook, Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, and we can 
best give the information he sup- 
plies by quoting his letter. 


_ While but a brief account of the 
significance of the seal is given 
there is much of interest therein 
to the collector who wishes to add 
notes of interest on his album 
pages and we are grateful to Mr. 
Cook for the information that he 
has so kindly supplied.

Dear Sir: 

In response to your request for 
information about the design of the 
seal on the Massachusetts Tercent- 
enary stamp, I have pleasure in en- 
closing an enlarged pictorial repre- 
sentation of it. You will note by 
the Latin inscription that it is the 
“seal of the Governor and Company 
of the Mattachusetts Bay in New 
of the Massachusetts Bay in New 
England”. The charter granted by 
Charles I to this Governor and 
Company provided that they might 


have “one comon Seale”, but did 


not specify the design. This seal 
disappeared some two hundred 
years ago. The earliest impression 
from it now known appears to be 
that on a document of 1676. No 
description of the design or its sig- 
nificance seems to have been pre- 
served. 

As for the choice of the figure 
of the Indian, with the words 
“Come over and help us” proceed- 





ing from his mouth, one may sur- 
mise. It may be noted that the 


charter provides, among other 
things, “maie wynn and incite the 
Natives of Country, to the Knowl- 
edg and Obedience of the onlie true 
God and sauior of Mankinde, and 
the Christian Fayth’”. It will be 
remembered, in this connection, 
that John Eliot translated the 
Bible into the dialect of these 
Massachusetts Indians, and that 
the book was printed at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. He prepared also 
a grammar, catechisms, and a 
primer, which were printed by the 
Society for Propagating the Gospel. 
In 1661 was erected the “Indian 
College” at Cambridge, and by 1664 
two churches were built and eleven 
towns of “praying Indians” were 
established. 

The outbreak led by “King 
Philip”, a Rhode Island Indian, in 
1675 and 76, swept through Massa- 
chusetts and, when it had been 
suppressed, the more important 
tribes had been destroyed or dis- 
persed outside the state. The 
Massachusetts Indian and his ap- 
peal for help had gone into history.

Probably the current set will be 
overprinted for the purpose. Cer- 
tainly a worthy cause if ever there 
was one.

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PORTUGUESE COLONIES 


Not to be outdene by the recent 
ambitious issuances of the Italian 
colonies, it is related by Philatelic 
Gossip that Portugal is to issue en- 
tire new designs for all her colo- 
nies. The decree authorizing this 
was signed June 30th last. 

A new version of the Ceres de- 
sign will appear on the stamps of 
Angola, Cape Verde, Portuguese 
Guinea, St. Thomas and Prince 
Island, while different designs will 
be shown on the stamps of Portu- 
guese possessions in East Africa, 
Macau and Timor. In addition, the 
highest monetary unit of Angola 
is to be changed on these stamps 
from the escudo to the “Angolar”, 
of the same value in cash. 

Denominations to be issued are: 
For Cape Verde, Mozambique, 
Portuguese Guinea, St. Thomas 
and Prince: 1, 5, 10, 15, 20, 30, 40, 
45, 50, 60, 70, 80, 85 centavos, 1, 
1.40, 2, 3, 10, 20 escudos. For An- 
gola: same, except that the escudo 
values are expressed in terms of 
“Angolares”, and that the 3 es- 
cudo, or angolar, value will be 
omitted. For Portuguese India: 
1, 2, 4, 6, 8 reis, 1, 1144, 2, 2%, 3, 5 
tangas, 1, 2, 3, 5 rupien. For 
Macau and Timor: %%, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 7, 8, 10, 12, 14, 15, 20, 30, 40, 50 
avos, 1, 2, 3, 5 patacas. As Amos

WHAT PRICE 
MORALS 


Someone has at 
last brought forth 
editorial comment 
in that ancient weekly paper known 
as Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp News 
anent the latest Artistic production 
from Spain, commonly referred to 
as The Goya Nude. Mr. Wylie 
very boldly slaps a correspondent 
on the wrist for not signing his 
name to a postal card objection 
against furthering the sale or en- 
couraging the distribution of this 
artistic masterpiece, would that 
more of our postage stamps were 
so beautiful. 

Mr. Wylie’s anonymous corre 
spoendent deplores the fact that the 
stamp is offered for sale to boy 
collectors when as a matter of fact 
there are not enough of the stamps 
in existence to cover half of the 
boy collectors in New York City 
alone, so why worry on that score. 

Mr. Wylie admits that “It is 
true that the Weekly has given 
the news so far as the Goya nude 
is concerned, but it has done noth- 
ing to ‘encourage the doubtful 
morals’ as indicated by our ‘curi- 
ous subscriber’.” Continuing fur- 
ther, Mr. Wylie says, “As a news- 
paper we are compelled to make de- 
cisions in matters of this kind. We 
have refrained from illustrating 
the design while other stamp pa- 
pers have hastened to give it full 
publicity. We felt that it would 
be unwise to cater to the pruriency 
of any of our readers. Upon the 
other hand, we detest the animal 
instinct that brought the Goya 
Nude into existence. We are quite 
well aware that ‘to the pure all 
things are pure,’ but the fact is 
none of us are pure and some of 
us may not measure up to even the 
Volstead Act percentage. So we 
continue to give the news, all the 
stamp news that is fit to print, 
with finite judgment that has its 
limitations.” 

Oh, that an I. A. or a C. H. Me- 
keel might yet be at the helm 
where subscribers could depend on 
a complete news service without 
the censoring of a man who makes 
laws for himself and insists on his 
neighbor obeying them. 

Mekeel’s has been more than 
radical in the past in its “prohi-

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Air Mail Flag 


The Post Office Department has 
adopted an Air Mail Flag, con- 
sisting of horizontal red, white and 
blue stripes on a white field, simi 
lar to the conventional air mail en- 
velope, with huge gold wings and a 
globe carrying the words U. S. 
Air Mail imposed over the stripes. 
It will be flown over all airports 
at which air mail planes stop and 
all airport buildings from which 
such mail is received or dispatched. 
The flag has been dedicated by 
Mr. Glover, and will be distributed 
at cost by the American Air Trans- 
port Association. 


Air Mail Efficiency 


Figures on the operation of the 
air mail service disclose that dur- 
ing the past three years the opera- 
tion of this service has been 93 per 
cent perfect, which surely ap- 
proaches the certainty of the rail- 
road service in the matter of dis- 
tributing mail. During the fiscal 
year 1930, 16,228,453 miles were 
scheduled to be flown, and 14,939,- 
469 of the miles were actually ne- 
gotiated for a percentage of about 
94. The factors in this wonderful 
attainment are of course, (10 
the corps of pilots which includes 
many of the most experienced 
pilots of the country and (20 the 
strict system of plane inspection.

By the end of 1930, it is expected 
that the Western Canada Route 
to Calgary and Alberta will be 
changed and extended from Medi- 
cine Hat to Lethbridge, thence 
north to Calgary and Edmonton, 
and the branch line from Regina, 
Saskatchewan and Moose Jaw to 
Saskatoon, Battleford and Edmon- 
ton, will be cut off at Battleford. 
Landing fields and lights are being 
built on the new route through 
Lethbridge to Edmonton.

A Steam Roller Convention! 


President Mosler was the whole 
works. He not only presided with 
a mailed fist but, contrary to all 
parliamentary law, entered into 
every discussion with a free hand, 
had his lieutenants planted where 
they could easily handle any dis- 
cussion that temporarily might get 
beyond his control, the society’s at- 
torney, Vic Rotnem, always ready 
to fill in as a last resort. But a 
large majority seemed to like it, so 
why should I worry? 

The Resolutions Committee care- 
fully prepared resolutions covering 
practically all the various ques- 
tions voted upon both the informal 
so called white proxies and the 
regular pink proxies, but ignored 
the important one of a verbatim 
report of the conventions.

At the banquet as toastmaster,

Whither Are We Drifting? 


Two years ago, at Toronto, I 
presented the following resolution 
which was more or less laughed 
off, many friends giving me a 
rather pitying look: 

“In the belief that large ex- 
hibitions, held in conjunction 
with these conventions, is detri- 
mental to this society 


RESOLVED: 


That extensive exhibitions, of 
philatelic nature, shall not be 


permitted in conjunction with the 
holding of our annual conven- 
tions.” 


Today, I wish to go out on a limb 
and prophesy that if these annual 
EXHIBITIONS are continued the 
poor little a ps is going to be 
gobbled up and we simply ain’t go- 
ing to be no more. But certain 
N. Y. dealers and millionaire col- 
lectors will have achieved their de- 
sire, so if the run of mine a p s 
members are satisfied, again I say 
why should I worry? 

When it came time to select the 
date for the Memphis EXHIBI- 
TION and a p s convention, a vast 
amount of oratory was thrown on 
the market. Many valuable min- 
utes were used in defense of the 
Memphis school boy’s right to have 
the EXHIBITION held after school 
opens and not during vacation time. 
During these many and varied re- 
marks, so much was said about 
the EXHIBITION to the exclusion 
of the convention, that I finally 
arose and inquired if I was attend- 
ing a session of the a p s or a 
meeting of THE NATIONAL 
PHILATELIC EXHIBITION 
COMPANY? 


One Reason Exhibitions Hurt 
Conventions: 


An exhibition held in conjunc- 
tion with the convention requires 
the undivided attention and energy 
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of the flower of the local philatelic 
coterie. Boston and environs are 
probably second to no other locality 
for number of philatelists.

A Reader’s Comment 


Editor Linn: 


It is evident, from the editorial 
and other comment current, that 
the interest in the Goya ‘ ‘Maja” 
centers wholly in the stamp itself 
instead of the history involved, and 
the press comment on the issue. 

Some timid one writes Mekeels’ 
to the effect that “a great propor- 
tion of stamp collectors are pretty 
young boys and girls”. 

We ought to be glad of it. But 
—with an issue of not over 36,000 
total of the three peseta values, is 
it not doubtful if these boys and 
girls, (with very rare exceptions) 
will ever see an original in their 
own collections? We might add 
“or anywhere else”. 

Surely the photo reproductions 
thus far printed give little or none 
of the true values of the engrav- 
ing. Very few of them even sug- 
gest anything more interesting 
than the fact that it is in the 
original a good reduction of Goyas’ 


masterpiece. 
If we could read to the collect- 
ing world the press comment 


abroad, especially in the Spanish 
“Madrid Filatelico” we would be 
at once distracting attention from 
the stamp to two things:— 

The precedent established in 
Berne at the U. P. U. and the his- 
tory of the picture; and the com- 
bined criticisms of “Senor J. Sum- 
ner” and his advertised personal 
campaign “without remuneration” 
to suppress the issue. 

As to the precedent, it is edi- 
torially suggested abroad, that this 


was established by the Belgian is- 
sues, Rubens and the “Syndics of 
the Cloth Hall.” (Which I believe 
is not the full and correct title.) 
Such a _ precedent leaves any 
country to use the selected master- 
piece of a series produced by some 
celebrated artist, without any like- 
lyhood of its being censored, criti- 
cized or otherwise interfered with 
by the Berne U. P. U._ Indeed, 
there is every reason to believe 
this organization has no right or 
interest in the matter. If so, Mr. 
Sumner’s “thunders” as described 
by the Spanish commentators, were 
surely waste of air and time. 
Several writers on this stamp use 
the word “Millions” to illustrate 
the spread of the criticized item. 
The fact of issue figures does not 
march with the “millions” supposed 
to be running in circles to obtain 
a copy of the criticized plate in 
some one of the values. Of course, 
the consumption of “complete sets” 
and such in major collections is not 
considered by the shocked critics. 
It being useless to apply the 
word “silly” to such vaporings it 
is also probably futile to suggest 
that the broadcast plastering of a 
shovel full of words “puriency, ani- 
mal instincts, and encouraging sex 
consciousness” means little in the 
face of the size of the issue and 
the fact that the major collections 
cannot be supplied from the num- 
ber, let alone give a sample to 
each of the “millions” who are try- 
ing to get one according to Mr. 
Sumner and his cohorts. The old 


] 


“tempest in a teapot” is the only 
fitting simile. 

No wonder that some low brow 
in New York stated that Spain was 
reproducing Parisian post cards, 
That would be expected. Also 
that is the kind of thing that in- 
terests Senor Sumner more than 
artistry, historic fact, or the tech- 
nical questions that arise from the 
precedents involved. 

If in the near future, Signor 
Mussolini should add to his stag- 
gering procession of commemo- 
ratives, some major masterpiece 
selected from the Uffizi Gallery, or 
from the literally endless line of 
nudes that line Italian galleries, it 
might be expected that “foot and 
mouth disease” might again break 
out in various self-appointed cen- 
sorship areas. Mussolini would 
doubtless “make enough to go 
’round”’, where as the Spanish Post 
Administrateur has carefully made 
enough to advertise, to leave an 
unsupplied market, and to attain 
the end of maximum free adver- 
tising. 

Doubtless these friends who com- 
plain about the “morals and the 
moral effect” of the Goya issue, 
will leave that space blank in their 
specialized Spain. This may be a 
good thing for the other major col- 
lectors who really want to complete 
the Spanish issues. I might add 
that to date no one has found an 
engraving error, a re-entry or a 
broken letter in this issue. Pos- 
sibly if such had been discovered 
the price would be materially high- 
er, and the supply even less.

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WHY ARE YOU COLLECTING? 





Are you trying to see how many 
air mail covers you can accumulate 
and put them away in the old shoe 
boxes. If its quantity you want 
that is what you will have. Or 
are you trying to build up a show- 
ing of certain groups or branches 
of the hobby, mounting them up, 
with newspaper clippings in al- 
bums, in such manner that they 
will make a beautiful showing? Or 
are you thinking of the financial 
value of each cover you get? To 
my way of thinking, no matter 
what you collect or what you pay 
for it, the real pleasure, is the 
possession of covers which are 
linked with the great events in 
the development of aviation, and 
the writing up and mounting of 
these specimens. I am not think- 
ing of collecting for a few months 
and then selling my covers at a 
huge profit. Frankly, I don’t think 
it can be done. Along this line 
a recent conversation with Harry 
Truby comes to mind. In looking 
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over his wonderful collection of 
Pioneers, probably the most com- 
plete in existence, I suggested that 
they would bring some money and 
wondered if he ever though of sell- 
ing them. Then Harry, one of the 
earliest and best cover enthusiasts, 
said: “This collection will never be 
broken up or sold; I may pass it on 
to my children with the express 
understanding that it be kept in- 
tact, and if they are not interested, 
it will be passed on to some pub- 
lic institution.” And that is the 
right idea; there is something he 
has worked on for years; saw it 
increase in value; still prizes it far 
beyond its money value and would 
not think of allowing it to be scat- 
tered. 

Really, the serious collector is 
the one who starts for some place, 
devotes his energy and means to 
the end and arrives at the place. 
And collecters when you look at the 
catalogues of covers don’t look at 
them simply to figure the money 
value of what you have; they are 
intended as a guide as to what you 


should pay for those covers which 
you wish to purchase to make your 
collection more complete. And now 
is the time to proceed in such or- 
derly fashion to build up the 
branches you decide to collect. 


A recent number of the Airpost 
Journal said that eventually all 
mail would be air mail; all stamps 
would therefore be air mail stamps, 
and if so, will not all present stamp 
collectors, be air mail stamps and 
cover collectors; and if so, will not 
we who have been building these 
earlier years, have worthwhile col- 
lections to show for our labors 
when this great merger comes? 


Seriously, collectors, don’t collect 
hit and miss; do it in an orderly 
fashion. Study the hobby or 
branches which you are following, 
buy what you need to make it com- 
plete, send out your own in future 
events and if you miss one buy it 
now; and you will easily double the 
pleasure which you will get from 
the pastime, as well as building a 
showing which you will always 
prize.

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THE VON STEUBEN STAMP 


This new postage stamp heralded 
as one that would be something a 
bit better than the past efforts ol 
the Postoffice Department in the 
Ccmmemorative issues is at hand 
and in some ways lives up to the 
advance notice. However there is 
much that could have been done 
to improve the appearance of this 
latest contribution to Philately. 


The Department is to be con- 
gratulated in not trying to picture 
the Baron with his activities in 
behalf of the Continental Army on 
the stamp. The redeeming feature 
of the design is that it has been 
made with as little on it as was 
possible. This makes for a better 
display of what is shown. The 
chief weakness in the stamp is the 
lack of contrast or highlights in 
the design. It has a very flat 
appearance which if this had been 
overcome, the stamp would have 
been a very handsome production. 
The medal or medallion idea gave 
an opportunity for some strong 
lines, setting the medal up in bold 
relief while on the other hand a 
strengthening of the work above 
the medal would have added much 
to the appearance. 

The stamp was issued first at 
New York City on September 17. 
As stated last week, we regret that 
the Department did not announce 
the date early enough to broadcast 
to all collectors. 


Numerous covers both by or- 
dinary mail and air mail have come 
from our friends in New York and 
elsewhere, some even without name 
or indication of who they were 
from.

TWO HUNDRED MILLION 
DOLLAR STAMP SHOW

Berlin, Sept. 12—Two 
million dollars’ worth 
stamps, including rarities which 
philatelists would gladly travel 
thousands of miles merely to see, 
went on display here this morning 
when Iposta, the _ international 
postage stamp exhibition, opened 
its doors for a ten days’ feast of 
envy for collectors from all parts 
of the world. 

The collection of the King of 
England, which is the largest and 
most valuable in Europe, figures 
prominently, as well as several out- 
standing American ones, including 


that of Arthur Hind of Utica, N. 
Y., railway engineer; Colonel Green 
and Admiral Frederic R. Harris. 
Mr. Hind’s one-cent magenta of 


British Guiana, valued at more 
than $50,000, forms the centre 
point of the whole exhibit, with 


his twopenny Mauritius postoffice 
stamp, the only existing mate of 
which belongs to King George, 
forming a close runner-up. 

Other prizes include some Swed- 
ish and Badenese misprints and 
the Bavarian cholera stamp, which 
was disinfected when issued to 
avoid the danger of spreading the 
plague. German inflation stamps 
running into thousands of marks 
at face value also offer several in- 
teresting rarities. 

The exhibition opened with elabo- 
rate formalities, with most of the 
diplomatic corps present, and spe- 
cial greetings from President von 
Hindenburg, who is honorary presi- 
dent, were read. The Minister of 
Posts announced that the govern- 
ment was issuing four stamps at 
8, 15, 25 and 50 pfennigs, portray- 
ing views of Aix-la-Chapelle, Ber- 
lin and other cities. 


Besides the exhibition of private 
collections ten European govern- 
ments have erected stalls display- 
ing their trophies. There are also 
attractive little corners where deal- 
ers can sit down and begin trading 
their possessions. Hugh M. Clark 
of America, and Bela Sekula of 
Switzerland, are among the most 
prominent dealers.
